High Court Extends Anti-Jim Crow Rulings 

The U. S. Supreme Court, in the wake of last 
week’s historic decision outlawing Jim Crow public 
schools, served notice that its decision will extend to 
parks, playgrounds, housing projects and colleges. 
In disposing of six civil rights cases, the court cited 
its school ruling and ordered that it be followed in 
other fields. 

Three of the cases were remanded to lower courts 
with the instructions to study last week’s segrega- 
tion opinion “‘and conditions that now prevail.” These 
cases include suits of four Negroes who sought to 
enter the University of Florida; James W. Muir, who 
sued to end park segregation in Louisville, Ky.; and 
the suit of Alexander P. Tureaud Jr. to enter the 
Louisiana State University undergraduate school. 

In the three other cases, the high court refused to 
intervene in appeals of whites who were ordered to 
admit Negroes to public facilities. The court turned 
down appeals of Hardin Junior College officials in 
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Wichita Falls, Texas, who were ordered to admit five Ne- 
gro students; the San Francisco Housing Authority from 
barring Negro tenants from some of its projects, and offi- 
cials of Houston, Texas, from denying Negroes the right 
to use golf courses in public parks. This action automat- 
ically upholds the lower court cases which ruled in favor 
of Negro complainants. 
D. C. Ends Discrimination At Public Playgrounds 

In its first meeting following the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion outlawing school segregation, the District of Colum- 
bia recreation board voted unanimously to immediately 
integrate its 87 remaining Jim Crow playgrounds. Since 
the board approved a gradual integration program last 
year, it had integrated 38 of the 125 playgrounds. After 
the vote, board chairman Milo Christiansen said: “We 
aren’t going into this with our eyes closed. We have been 
preparing for this for some time.”

Julian says he “put up his own money 
as security to finance transactions” for $91,000 worth of 
ammunition he purchased in Switzerland last November 
for Guatemala. The shipment was confiscated by U.S. cus- 
toms agents, who said Julian did not have clearance. 
Denying knowledge of the recent “secret” shipment of 
arms from an Iron Curtain country to Guatemala, Julian 
said: “I’m not a Communist sympathizer. I’m a Roman 
Catholic.”

Nashville City Council Outlaws Airport Bias 

The Nashville, Tenn., City Council unanimously passed 
a bill banning segregation at the Municipal Airport res- 
taurant. The bill, introduced by Negro Councilman Z. 
Alexander Looby, was supported by Mayor Ben West. 
Restaurant discrimination at the Knoxville, Tenn., air- 
port was banned four months ago. 


Army Invites Powell To Inspect West Point 

Rev. A. Clayton Powell (D., N. Y.) was invited by Pen- 
tagon heads to inspect enlisted units at West Point Miili- 
tary Academy to confirm the abolishing of Jim Crow mess 
troops. Assistant Army Secretary T. A. Young wrote 
Powell that Negro and white volunteers are now staffing 
the unit. Earlier, Powell charged that Negro enlisted men 
were forced to serve as waiters and were Jim Crowed at 
the academy’s facilities. 











1 Out Of Every 6 Americans Is Racially Mixed 

One cut of every six persons living in the Western 
Hemisphere is racially mixed, Dr. Harry L. Shapiro, 
an authority on race and population problems, 
stated in a report to the United Nations Educational 
Scientific and Cultural Organization. He estimated 
that out of 247,245,099 persons, there are 8,113,180 
mulattoes, or Negro and white mixtures; at least 
29,000,000 mestizos, or Indian-white mixtures. Most 
of the latter live in South and Central America. 








4 Ala. Negroes File Suit To Break Voting Bans 


Four Montgomery, Ala., Negroes filed a suit in Federal 


court against the Bullock County board of registrars, 
charging the board with “illegally failing” to register them 
for voting.

Dr. John Davis In Plane Crash In Liberia 


Dr. John W. Davis, director of the U. S. Point IV pro- 


gram in Liberia, narrowly escaped injury when a single- 
engine plane in which he was traveling on an inspection 
mission crash-landed on a sandy beach near Bassa Point 
80 miles south of Monrovia. The plane’s engine quit at 
1,000 feet and the pilot guided the plane to safety after 
missing jagged rocks along the beach. The former presi- 
dent of West Virginia State College was forced to sleep 
in the plane overnight until a rescue plane arrived.

Tanganyika Calls Emergency In Mau Mau Fight 
The British government of Tanganyika declared a state 
of emergency in the territory’s northern province after a 
band of about 40 well-armed Mau Maus were reported 
moving toward white plantations in the area. The unrest 
began earlier this year when several thousand Kikuyu 
tribesmen, from which Mau Mau recruits are drawn, were 
arrested on the plantations and many exiled to distant 
villages.

“Hello my dear: Tell me how is my baby. I would like 
to know. If you need something try to tell me and I will 
send you anything.”
